The Republican convention for the 


14th congressional district met at Bar 
re'l's 
Hall, in 
Champaign, at 10 


o'clock A. M., July 25th, and was call- 
ed to order by M. W. Matthews, chair 
man of the district committee. 
On 


motion, Georga Scroggi, of Champaign, 
was called to the ehair, and II 
Wj 


McGeo, of Douglas, chosen secretary. 
Tbe roll of counties was called, and all 
the counties found to be fully repre 
sented. The names of the delegates, 
with their credentials, were read, and a 
mo1 ion adopted to make the temporary 
organization permanent. 


On motion, 4 committee of one from 


each county wus appointed on resolu- 
tions. 
During tho absence of 
the 


committee, the convention listened to 
short and stirring speech en from Judge 
Smith, L. J. Bond, Capt. Swan and 
others. The committee on resolutions 
reported tha following, which wore 
unanimously adopted : 


The Republicans of the fourteenth 


congressional dittrict of Illinois, in del- 
egate convention assembled, point with

guaranteed to every inhabitant, and a 
sound system of currency established 
and in these acts we find the best prom 
iao of peace and prosperity to the coun 
try.
